Stroopwafels.

Human feet have 52 bones, 
accounting for one quarter of all the 
human body's bones. 

It's possible for your body to survive 
without a surprisingly large fraction 
of its internal organs. Even if you lose —

one kidney, one lung, and virtually every organ from your pelvic and groin area, you 
wouldn't be very healthy, but you would live. 

During your lifetime, you will produce enough saliva to fill two swimming pools. 
Actually, Saliva is more important than you realize. If your saliva cannot dissolve 
something, you cannot taste it. 

The largest cell in the human body is the female egg and the 
smallest is the male sperm. The egg is actually the only cell in the 
body that 1s visible by the naked eye. 

The strongest muscle in the human body 1s the tongue and the 
hardest bone is the jawbone.

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Baarle-Nassau, the world’s messiest, complex Border 


Baarle-Nassau is a Municipality and Town in the 
Southern Netherlands, located in Province of North 
Brabant. It had a population of only 6,803 in 2017, but it 
is a tourist attraction because of its messy, complex 
border with Belgium. 


The Border: 

It is a crazy, geopolitical jigsaw, Dutch Baarle-Nassau 
and Belgian Baarle-Hertog together form what appears 
to be one intermeshed Town. Legally, however, the 
Dutch Town Baarle-Nassau has 22 miniature Belgian Enclaves, within which are seven further exclaves, 
which belong to the Netherlands. : 
The result 1s the world’s messiest border. This bizarre 
arrangement can be traced back to an 1198 agreement in 
which the Duke of Breda (later Nassau) was given the 
Village of Baarle, but did not receive the surrounding 
farmland, which was jealously guarded by the Hertog (Duke) 
of Brabant for its valuable agricultural tax revenues. 

The present border arrangements were established as part of 
the Treaty of Maastricht in 1843!! 

It proved to be impossible to come to a better agreement. 

In place of a fixed border, each of the 5732 parcels of land 
had their nationality laid down separately. 

The Belgian enclaves in Baarle Nassau (called Baarle 
Hertog) are actually 5 KM from Belgium.

This gave rise to some big problems. In at least one case a house would have to move from Belgium to the 
Netherlands. The inhabitants did not want that to happen, but the solution was simple; they moved the front 
door of their house. 
One formerly Dutch meadow (with one cow grazing on it) was "moved" in 1995 from the Netherlands to 
Belgium, as it was recognised that it was a Belgian parcel of land. 
Baarle Nassau & Baarle Hertog attract a lot of tourists.
